U’S. soldiers 
arrest attache; 
Haitians cry, 
“Kall Him!’ 


PETIONVILLE, Haiti — 
Helicopters whirred overhead and 
thousands of Haitians cheered from 
both sides of the dry gulch. 

At the bottom of a tiny corn field, 
the Americans had just arrested the 
terror of the neighborhood. 

“Kill him!” some shouted. “He 
won’t kill anymore!” 

U.S. soldiers Wednesday had been 
on a routine arms search in the resi- 
dential quarter of Nerette. 

The people demanded that the U.S. 
soldiers arrest “Ti-Samuel,” the 
Creole name for Samuel Chery, who 
had ridden night patrols with police 
ever since the army ousted President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide in September 
1991. 

Chery is one of four notorious army- 
allied civilian attaches in Petionville, 
a suburb of Port-au-Prince, and the 
first to be arrested. 

They told horror stories of the beat- 
ings he administered in this predomi- 
nantly pro-Aristide neighborhood. 

“If they don’t get him, he’ll kill us,” 
said Eliseo Cyprian, 30,-a parliament 
building security guard who lives in 
the area. jj 

Soldiers captured the 35-year-old 
Chery in front of his house without a 
fight. 

He denied the charges, saying of his 
neighbors, “They’re all a bunch of 
lying thieves.” j 

In October 1993, before the failure 
of a U.N.-brokered plan to bring 
Aristide back, Chery dressed in a 
cast-off army uniform and, armed 
with grenades and assault weapons, 
drove hundreds of his neighbors to 
seek refuge in the provinces, 

“He has killed a lot of people. He 
has got to be judged,” Benito Max, 
37, a neighborhood delegate of the 
pro-Aristide National Front for 
Change and Democracy, told The

“He said he was beating me because 
we, Aristide supporters, had made his 
people lose power,” said Max. 

“Tj-Samuel” used to taxi people up 
and down the road by motorcycle, 


sounding out his passengers for pro- 
Aristide sentiment. Often he stopped in 
the middle of the road to beat up a 
pedestrian. 

Before U.S. soldiers landed Sept. 19, 
he publicly said he would kill any 
Aristide supporters he found in his way. 

On Wednesday, Chery claimed he had 
handed in his rifle and pistol to the local 
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CHEIRY, Switzerland — 
Twenty-one bodies made a neat cir- 
cle on the floor of a red, mirror- 
lined chapel hidden beneath the 
burning farmhouse. 

Some were dressed in red, black 
and white ceremonial robes. Ten 
had plastic garbage bags tied 
around their necks with cords, and 
some had their hands bound. 
Twenty had bullets in their heads. 

In three ski chalets 90 miles 
away, police discovered 25 more 
bodies, badly burned by fires 
apparently set by remote control. 
Among the corpses found in the 
chalets at Granges-sur-Salvan were 
several children lying next to each 
other. 

Authorities found a total of 48 
bodies on Wednesday, and indica- 
tions of a mass murder-suicide by a 
cult they hadn’t known existed. 

Clues led to Canada, where two 
bodies were found a day earlier in 
the charred wreckage of an unex- 
plained arson fire. 

Police said the owner of the 
burned duplex, Luc Jouret, led 
apocalyptic cults in both Canada 
and Switzerland and had rented one 
of the ski chalets where the bodies 
were found. 

Investigators said the fires in both 
countries were set off by remote- 
controlled electrical devices trig- 
gered by a timer or a telephone 
call. 

Officials said the Swiss cult was 
called the Order of the Solar 
Tradition, a group that draws on 
Roman Catholicism and predicts 
the end of the world. 

Jouret represents “an occult tradi- 
tion-with strong-apocalyptic ele- 
ments,” said Johannes Aagaard,

Jouret, who is Belgian, was 
believed to have fled to 
Switzerland last year after being 
charged with weapons possession 
and conspiracy in Canada. Police 
said they did not know if he was 
among the people found dead 
Wednesday. 3 

Authorities were not ruling out 
the possibility that some of the vic- 
tims were executed, investigating’ 
judge Andre Piller said. 

“We are still reeling from what 
we found,” he said after inspecting 
the underground chapel. “When we - 
first walked in it looked like a wax 
museum. The bodies were lying in 
a circle with their heads outward.” 

On the wall of the chapel was a 
picture of a long-haired, bearded 
man with a cape and a rose. 

A cassette tape attached to the 
door of the chapel explained some 
of the group’s spiritual beliefs, 
Piller said, but gave no reason for 
the killings. 

Police said they also found litera- 
ture referring to a sect called the 
Cross and Rose, believed to be an 
offshoot of the same group. 

The farmhouse, perched on a 
wooded hill over the village of 
Cheiry, 45 miles northeast of 
Geneva, was sealed off from 
reporters. 

The bodies of 23 people, includ- 
ing a 10-year-old boy, were found 
at the farm. In addition to the 21 
people found in the chapel, the 
body of the farm’s owner, 70-year- 
old Albert Giacobini, was found in 
an adjoining house , and another 
body was ‘found: in the farmhouse 
kitchen.

Closing down

BYU Advancement Vice President 
R.J Snow says he wants to place the 
issue on the agenda of Monday’s 
President’s Council meeting because 
he feels it represents a concern on 
campus which is worthy of discus- 
sion. - Ss 
Currently, the bookstore remains 
open during Saturday’s sessions of 
General conference, leading to con- 
cerns that employees are being kept 
from listening to the bi-annual event. 

Snow, who says he has no idea what 
the council may decide, says the issue 
will not be resolved in a single meet- 
ing. Instead, officials from the book- 
store and Student Life will most like- 
ly gather facts and report back to the 
council. 

He says the discussion will include 
the concerns of various interests on 
campus, and may not be a simple 
black-and-white issue. 

“There is a demand to keep it open, 
and there may be people upset if the 
decision comes to close it, “ he said. 

Snow says there are legitimate rea- 
sons for keeping the bookstore open, 
such as accommodating for those who 
come from out of town for conference 
and have no other opportunity to buy 
Church materials. 

Brent Harker, BYU’s assistant 
director of Public Communications, 
says the bookstore has remained open 
during Saturday conference meetings 
because the day brings in significant 
business. 

“T think it’s for economic reasons,” 
he said. “They would take a big hit if 
they didn’t remain open. But some 
things are worth taking a hit on.” 

An editorial written Tuesday in the 
Daily Universe led to a renewed dis- 
cussion of the issue.

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House speaker delays vote on global trade 


WASHINGTON — Struggling to save a huge global trade agreement, House 
Speaker Thomas Foley delayed a critical vote Wednesday but pledged to some- 
how get the measure passed. this week before Congress goes home. 

A bill implementing the accord negotiated under the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade has become caught up in an election-year struggle that has 
dominated the final weeks of the congressional session. 

Republicans anxious to deny President Clinton a victory before the Nov. 8 
midterm elections, and Democrats wary of angering union supporters have 
been pushing to postpone consideration. 

Foley, D-Wash., put off by a few hours a crucial procedural vote on approv- 
ing the rules of debate on the bill. That was enough to push the vote on the bill 
itself to Thursday at the earliest. 

U.S. Trade Representative Mickey Kantor said the 123-nation accord will 
produce an economic surge in the United States and abroad, creating 300,000 to 
700,000 U.S. jobs. The agreement, he said, will force the rest of the world to 
play by the fair-trading rules Americans believe in. 


August factory orders boost U.S. economy 


WASHINGTON — Factory orders increased more rapidly in August than 
they had in neariy two years, a fresh sign of economic strength and possible 
inflation that sent Wall Street reeling. 

Analysts said the economy’s vigor will lead soon to higher interest rates. 

The Commerce Department said Wednesday that factory orders, which help 
measure future production, surged 4.4 percent in August, the biggest increase 
since they rose 5.6 percent in December 1992. 

Orders fell 2 percent in July. Shipments, a measure of current production, did 
even better. They increased 4.5 percent for their best showing in 15 years. 

“This is a lot stronger than expected. It’s more evidence that manufacturing is 
strong. We can’t dismiss it as a fluke,” said economist Carl Palash of MCM 
Moneywatch in New York City. “The Federal Reserve is going to have to tight- 
en credit one or two more times this year.” 


Ogden officer defends shooting of rape suspect 


OGDEN — An Ogden police officer says he has never doubted his decision 
to shoot a rape suspect who later was discovered to have been unarmed. 

“There’s a split second to decide if you are in danger or not. We give people 
choices. His choice was to surrender in a peaceful manner and he didn’t,” 
Ogden police Officer John Valdez said Tuesday. 

During a Sept. 17 confrontation, the 16-year veteran lawman shot and killed 
Daniel Hickman. The shooting was declared justifiable by Weber County 
Attorney Mark DeCaria. 

DeCaria said Valdez had chased Hickman for 55 feet, shouting for him to 
stop before the suspect “whirled in fashion that looks like the man was drawing 
(a weapon).” 

DeCaria said Valdez was 25 feet away from Hickman when he fired six shots 
from.his 9mm pistol. One bullet struck the suspect just below the left armpit. 

The prosecutor’s ruling came 17 days after the shooting. 


Autumn storm thunders through northern Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — A fast-moving autumn storm roared through northern 
Utah early Wednesday, pelting the region with rain and hail while rending the 
predawn darkness with thunder and lightning. 

The sudden onslaught triggered scattered power outages in the Salt Lake Valley 
and slowed morning rush hour traffic, but no serious structural damage or accidents 
were reported. 

Bill Alder, chief meteorologist with the National Weather Service, said the storm 
rocked the state with water-laden pulses. Inch-thick hail poured from the skies 
about 5:45 a.m., followed within an hour by heavy rains. 

Alder, who had issued a severe thunderstorm warning at about 7:30 a.m., said 
moderate to heavy rainfall, thunderstorms and some hail would continue to punctu- 
ate Utah’s weather today. 

Wednesday’s rain pooled along several sections of the valley’s freeway system, 
slowing traffic during the morning commute. However, the Utah Highway Patrol 
said no serious accidents had been reported. 

By 8:30 a.m. the storm system, propelled by 25 mph winds, was reported moving 
through Morgan County northeast of Salt Lake City on its way into Wyoming.

WASHINGTON — Ross Perot says 
Americans should let Republicans 
“have a turn at bat” by giving near- 
blanket support to GOP candidates for 
Congress and handing Republicans 
control of both houses. 

“T’m saying give these guys a 
chance,” the Texas billionaire and 
1992 independent presidential candi- 
date advised. 

Perot vowed that if Republicans win 
control of the House and Senate and 
don’t deliver, he would form a third 
party that would. He sidestepped 
whether he would run for president 
again himself. 

Not surprisngly, his advice was 
loudly denounced Wednesday by the 
White House and Democratic leaders 
— who don’t expect Perot’s words to 
turn many votes but are too nervous 
about the upcoming midterm elec- 
tions to risk jetting them go by unan- 
swered. 

Republicans were gleeful. 

“We welcome it. I was pleased by 
what he said,” said Haley Barbour, 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee.

New shield rule 
protects victims 
who report rape

In an effort to protect sexual assault 
victims from invasion of privacy, Utah 
became the 49th state to establish a 
“rape shield” rule July 1. 

The new rule is designed to protect 
victims of sexual assault if they 
choose to report crimes that have 
taken place. The “rape shield” pro- 


_ hibits the submission of evidence 


relating to a victim’s previous sexual 
predisposition, reputation or behavior 
in a sexual assault trial. 

Utah’s rape shield law allows for 
three exceptions to this rule: 

1. Evidence which indicates some- 
one besides the defendant committed 
the assault. 

2. Evidence that indicates the victim 
had previously consented to sexual 
activities with the accused. 

3. Evidence which must be submit- 
ted to preserve the defendant’s consti- 
tutional rights. 

In order for any of these exceptions 
to hold, three requirements must be 
filled: 

1. Fourteen days before the trial, the 
judge must be given a written motion 
which describes the evidence and 
states why it should be admitted. 

2. A closed hearing must be held by 
the judge to determine whether the 
evidence in question is admissible, 

3. Before the hearing takes place, 
the victim should be informed of his 
or her right to attend and speak at the 
hearing.

Last week, hundreds of Republican candidates running for the U.S. House of 
Répresentatives gathered on the steps at Capitol Hill to announce their “Contract 
with America” plan. The plan lists 10 initiatives that would be enacted within the 
first. 100 days of the next Congressional session, given the GOP gains a majority in 
the House. 

The 10 initiatives include: 

eA balanced budget amendment and line-item veto. The GOP wants to reduce the 
federal deficit by $740 billion in five or seven years. 

eA litigation crime bill with a limit on death penalty appeals, hard sentencing for 
violent crimes, and adequate prison space for violent offenders to serve full prison 
sentences. t 

¢ Welfare reform emphasizing work and family. 

¢ Strong families and children, emphasizing work and family. 

* $200 billion in family and middle class tax cuts. 

¢ $70 billion in increased defense spending. 

e Senior citizen’s reform (including tax incentives) for private long term care 
insurance and the repeal of President Clinton’s social security tax increases. 


e An economic growth act reshaping taxation (a cut in the capital gains tax) and 


regulation (including unfunded mandates and risk assessment) to encourage job 
creation and higher take home pay. 

¢ Legal reforms. 

e Term limits. 


Candidates running for office in Utah, and the organizations that sponsor them, have issued 
statements in support of, and against the “Contract with America:” 


DIXIE THOMPSON 


Dixie Thompson, who displayed her support for the con- 
tract last week with her GOP allies in Washington, D.C., 
says the contract is good for America because “Congress 
and government have not been held accountable.” 

“Federal institutions have not promoted personal respon- 
sibility, nor have they done an adequate job in providing 
Americans with the opportunity to achieve their dreams,” 
she says. 

Thompson says the contract “is a commitment that I will 
fulfill when elected to Congress. It is a pledge to the peo- 
ple of Utah and this District that will bring their agenda to 
Washington with a voice and a vote.” 


BILL ORTON 


Democratic Rep. Bill Orton stated the Republican 
Party’s “Contract with America,” contains “numbers that 
just don’t add up.” 

Orton says the so-called “contract” promises a laundry 
list of politically appealing generalized proposals that 
would increase the federal budget deficit. 

“The Republicans claim they’re going to give about 
$200 billion in tax cuts, increase defense spending, and 
balance the budget. How are they going to do it? 
According to a recent article in the Wall Street Journal, 
they do it with “blue smoke and mirrors.” 

Orton said the package is long on political rhetoric, and 
short on fiscal responsibility. “I think there are some good ideas in the contract, 
such as a balanced budget amendment and a line-item veto, which I have supported 
and worked for. 

“However, the contract totally avoids the tough issue of where we are going to 
find the $700 billion in additional specific cuts needed to balance the budget. 
Republicans are just not being honest with the public if they say they can do all 
these thing without raising taxes or Cutting popular programs. As the Wall Street 
Journal noted: “the political and policy centerpieces are frauds.’ 

“Talk is cheap, specific actions are what matter,’ Orton argues. “ Last year, I suc- 

cessfully led the fight to impose-a five-year freeze on discretionary spending, 
which saves $78 billion. I have offered a number of successful amendments to cut 
spending and have consistently voted for spending reductions. This is the only way 
we ll ever achieve a balanced budget. 
- “Twill not sign a contract with Republicans or Democrats to vote in lockstep with 
the. Washington party leadership. The contract I have is with the voters in Utah’s 
Third Congressional District. I will cast votes which I believe represent the inter- 
ests of the voters who elected me — not Washington party bosses.” 


PAT SHEA 


“T find the idea of a social contract between Republicans 
and the American people an appalling concept,” said 
Democratic senatorial candidate Pat Shea. “The only con- 
tract that should be made is one between a single elected 
representative and his or her constituents. 

Shea says the Republican proposal gives a $500 tax 
credit per child to families with incomes up to $200,000 a 
year, which does nothing to ease the financial burden of a 
low-income family. 

“Additionally, Republicans pledge to ease the tax burden 
| On corporate investment, retirement savings and the 
hae "estates of wealthy families,” Shea said. “At the same time, 
more money is earmarked for defense. The tab for all this 
is to Tie picked up by unspecified cuts in other federal programs. Ironically, the 
Republicans also guarantee a balanced budget. 

“Beyond being fiscally impossible, these promises amount to an upside-down 
‘social policy. This is a contract for the wealthy.” 

Shea’s other claims and criticisms include: 

e The balanced budget amendment included in the contract would not take place 
for eight years. 

¢ The GOP is not serious about term limitations. 

¢ The contract will actually increase the deficit.

“It (the contract) doesn’t add up,” says David Jones, chairman of the Utah 
Democratic Party. “It’s fraud and the public gets cynical — they get tired of parti- 
sanship games. It’s not honest, not sincere and it’s disastrous for the country.” 

Jones argues that it’s not possible for the GOP to reduce the federal deficit by 
$740 billion in five or seven years given the proposals for $200 billion in middle- 
class tax cuts..

Unique names mark 


many Utah

Static-filled country music stations 
and mile after mile of dry, desolate 
scenery mark the typical long road 
trip through rural Utah. 

That’s why we should be thankful to 
Utah’s early settlers who had the fore- 
sight to give their towns interesting 
and unusual names that educate, 
entertain and enlighten the weary 
traveller. 

Take for example, Adventure, a 
town near the Virgin River in southern 
Utah. It’s the kind of name that gets 
the heart pumping and the adrenaline 
flowing. Unfortunately, it was aban- 
doned in the late 1800s after flooding 
made it a little too much of an adven- 
ture for the inhabitants. 

Some place names were just based 
on geography, like Salt Lake City or 
Mudtown (changed for obvious rea- 
sons). Others, like Leeds, 
Copenhagen and Newcastle, were 
named after homes the settlers left. 

However, the strong LDS history of 
the area was probably the single 
largest factor in the naming of Utah. 
Where else but Utah would you find 
Book of Mormon names like Lehi, 
Nephi, Manti, Bountiful or Deseret? 

There’s a story behind every name. 

Helper, a town of 2,500 people near 
Price, was the last flat place before 
the railroad went over the mountains. 

Frankie Hathaway, director of the 
Helper Museum, said that because of 
the steep portion of track above the 
town, extra engines were used to 
“help the trains over the mountain.” 

Eventually the town changed its 
name to Helper, she said. 

Hurricane, a small town near St. 
George, may seem like a strange 
name for landlocked Utah. According 
John Van Cott in his book “Utah’s 
Place Names;’ Hurricane was named 
when President Erastus Snow, presi- 
dent of the Dixie Cotton Mission, vis- 
ited the area. 

President Snow’s carriage was 
working its way down a steep slope 
when a heavy whirlwind developed, 
according to Van Cott’s book. It 
ripped the top off of his carriage 
prompting President Snow to say that 
hurricane would be a good name for 
the hiil. 

“After this incident the hill, fault, 
bench, town and canal were named 
Hurricane,’ Van Cott wrote. 

Some towns had interesting 
names that they unfortunately 
changed. Coal City was once called 
Dempseyville after boxer Jack 
Dempsey, according to Van Cott. 
Dempsey lived there for a while and 
hoping that he would invest, they 
named the town after him. He didn’t 
invest and they changed the name 

back to Coal City, Van Cott wrote. 

Another town, Zion, was located in 
what is now Zion National Park. 
Brigham Young told the residents that

Florida State coach Pat Kennedy said. 
“There had to be 20 to 30 kids who 
were now talking about entering the 
draft, and that meant dealing with 
their families and the whole area of 
agents and advisors.” 

Ron Maestri, the athletic director at 
the University of New Orleans and 
the chairman of the NCAA Pro Sports 
Liason Committee; said the numbers 
in the first year of the rule matched 
the statistics from the past. 

Twenty underclassmen applied for 
the draft, and nine of them were taken 
in the first 16 picks. Twelve were 
selected overall. and two — 
Minnesota’s Voshon Lenard and 
Georgia’s Charles Claxton — decided 
to return to school. Maestri said the

Helping victims of rape 


Local experts on rape and its effects on victims suggest the follow- 
ing steps when dealing with someone who has been raped: 


e Encourage victim to relate experience 
e Listen to the victim 


¢ Don’t pass judgment 


e Believe the victim’s account 

e Help victim recognized assault as a rape 

e Remind victim she or he is not to blame 

e Ensure that victim gets prompt medical attention 


rape victims were asked some of their 
concerns dealing with issues specific 
to their personal rape experiences. 
Some of their most pressing concerns 
dealt with the victim’s family know- 
ing they had been sexually assaulted, 
people thinking that it was the fault of 
the victim, people outside the victim’s 
family knowing they had been 
assaulted, their name being made 
public by the news media, becoming 
pregnant and contracting a sexually 
transmitted disease such as AIDS. 

The National Women’s Survey, 
completed in April 1992, showed that 
over two-thirds (70 percent) of rape 
victims reported no physical injuries, 
with 24 percent receiving minor phys- 
ical injuries. 

The survey reports that although 
many victims did not sustain physical 
injuries, they feared being seriously 
injured or killed during the rape. 


Jeni Campbell is the secretary of the 
Delta Kappa chapter of the sorority at 
the University of Utah. She has been a 
member of Lambda Delta Sigma for 
three years. 

“T love (the sorority),” she said. “I 
have spent more time and met more 
people. I have done things that I 
wouldn’t have done otherwise.” 

Campbell said if she wasn’t 
involved in the sorority, she would 
simply go to her classes and go home. 
Each chapter of the sorority has 
weekly meetings and activities. 

The sorority has five ideals: scholar- 
ship, sisterhood, service, support and 
spirituality. At the weekly 
meetings, sorority members talk about 
the five ideals and how they honor 
them through their traditions, 
Campbell said.
